He said he was not surprised by 
the demand of Patrick E. Gorman, 
secretary of the Butchers’ Union, 
“because I’ve had the courage to put 
on the table some of the facts on 
retail prices.” 


Ceiling prices

the action by President Nixon a 
week ago, began to appear in major 
meat stores today. But except in 
scattered instances, prices showed 
little movement. 
A spokesman for Dominick’s, a

below the ceilings. 
“There’s been no change in the 
wholesale market so there would be 
no change at the retail level,” he 
said.

River rises

highest level in three decades today 
ana was still on the rise. Evacuation 
of low-lying areas along the “Father 
of Waters” continued. 
The U.S. Corps of Engineers at 
Vicksburg, Miss.,said the river had 
reached 50.2 feet this morning, .1 
foot higher than it had been in 30 
years. 
A Corps spokesman said the river 
now is not likely to reach its crest 
until Wednesday, and officials were 
in the process of revising their 
prediction on how high the river 
would go as almost constant rain 
from the last two weeks drains into 
it.

At 
least one Arab was killed and four 
were captured in the fighting. 


The twin bomb explosions were 
said to have caused considerable 
damage to homes adjacent to those 
of the ambassador.

Nixon studies Golf clubhouse destroyed 
reports from

W A SH IN G TO N

Nixon 
today 
studied 
confidential 
reports 
from 
his 
personal envoy to Indochina to find 
out why fighting continues more 
than two months after the cease­ 
fire. 
Nixon ordered Gen. Alexander M. 
Haig Jr., Army vice chief of staff 
and one of his favorite military- 
political troubleshooters, to make a 
first-hand 
assessm ent 
of 
the 
situation in Southeast Asia. 
The Haig mission to Thailand, 
Laos, Cambodia and South Vietnam 
probably is intended as another 
indirect signal to Hanoi that Nixon 
is considering countermeasures if 
the Communists ignore the truce 
signed Jan. 27 in Paris. 


Haig, a veteran of 11 previous 
trips to Southeast Asia, was chief 
deputy to White House National 
Security Adviser Henry A. Kissinger 
until Haig was selected last January 
to be the Army’s second ranking 
officer. 


Several of Haig’s previous trips to 
Indochina 
preceded 
major 
U.S. 
policy changes. His last visit to the 
area was only days before the cease­ 
fire was signed. 
Kissinger sought to relax the 
crisis atmosphere that surrounded 
the Haig trip. He said the mission 
was 
planned 
two 
weeks 
ago, 
although it was not announced until 
Saturday, hours before Haig left for 
Bangkok on the first leg of his trip. 
Haig is scheduled to return to 
Washington Thursday. 


Kissinger 
talked 
to 
newsmen 
Sunday 
aboard 
the 
presidential 
jetliner 
“Spirit 
of 
’76,” 
which 
brought Nixon back to the capital 
after a 10-day stay at his seaside 
villa in San Clemente, Calif. 


In answer to a question, Kissinger 
said 
although 
some 
cease-fire 
violations had been anticipated, the 
fighting has continued longer than 
expected. He said the duration of the 
continued fighting, which includes 
U.S. bombing raids over Cambodia, 
was not on “the outer limits of the 
tim e 
fram e 
“ envisioned 
by 
American analysts. 


Nixon 
and 
South 
Vietnamese 
President Nguyen Van Thieu last 
week accused Hanoi of serious 
violations of the cease-fire. In a 
communique after two days of 
summit talks, the two presidents 
warned of “appropriately vigorous 
reactions” if tne Communists did 
not abide by the Paris accords. 
The 
sort of action was 
left 
intentionally vague.

Hillcrest Golf Course sustained 
$40,000 damage in the fire that swept 
through 
the 
facility’s clubhouse 
early 
Sunday 
morning, 
officials 
estimated today. 
County fire officials continued to 
investigate the cause. 
Firemen from as far away as 
Buellton rushed toward the scene on 
Lompoc-Casmalia 
Road 
shortly 
before 3:30 a.m. when Mrs. Wallace 
G rossi 
called 
Lompoc 
Fire 
Department. 
County Fire Engineer Ed Carey 
from 
the 
county’s 
Vandenberg 
Village station, was one of the first 
to arrive on the scene. 
Carey said the 50-feet by 50-feet 


building was thoroughly involved in 
flames 
when 
he 
and 
his 
men 
arrived. No one was in the structure 
at the time, he said. Their efforts to 
contain 
the 
fire 
quickly 
were 
hampered by a temporary shortage 
of 
water, 
Carey 
said. 
Shortly, 
however, a tanker truck arrived 
from the City of Lompoc Fire 
D epartm ent 
w ith 
additional 
supplies. The Hillcrest structure is 
on Lompoc-Casmalia Road, about a 
half mile east of Highway 1, and at 
some distance from a fire hydrant. 
Carey said they were aided by fire 
fighters from Buellton, Los Alamos 
and the city of Lompoc. Sheriff’s 
deputies also rushed to the scene 


and cleared some telephone poles 
away to permit fire engines’ access, 
Carey said. 
Hillcrest Golf Course is owned by 
James Cruikshank. The facility has 
been closed for several months for 
remodeling. 
Fire 
officials 
said 
Cruikshank hoped to open again in 
May. 
One 
official 
said 
the 
fire 
apparently started in a small front 
room 
o cca sio n a lly 
used 
by 
Cruikshank for sleeping quarters. 
The loss included damage to the 
structure and the furniture contents. 
The fire destroyed the roof of the 
facility, but left the walls virtually 
intact, according to Carey.

Communist blockade broken 


PHNOM PENH (UPI) - Five 
ships sped through a rain of artillery 
fire under cover of U.S. bombs and 
bullets Sunday to break a 19-day 
Communist blockade of the Mekong 
River and carry vital supplies to 
Phnom Penh. 


Two petroleum tankers and three 
cargo ships were part of an orginal 
relief fleet of 19 vessels that left 
South Vietnam for the Cambodian 
capital. 


Despite heavy bombing raids by 
American 
warplanes, 
including 
B52s, 
a 
Communist 
artillery 
barrage against the convoy set a

Panamanian cargo ship ablaze on 
the river and forced 13 other ships to 
turn back. The rest of the convoy 
was reported reforming to make a 
second attempt today. 
The ships that made it to Phnom 
Penh 
carried 
fuel, 
food 
and 
ammunition, all in short supply 
after Communist forces severea all 
main land and water routes. 


The Communist-led offensive in 
Cambodia had cut all major supply 
routes 
to the capital and fuel 
supplies were exhausted and food 
stocks dwindling when the ships 
broke the Mekong blockade. 


Earlier, 
U.S. 
Air' Force C130 
Hercules 
transport 
planes 
had 
started an airlift of ammunition and 
other war supplies into the capital 
and other government strongholds 
encircled 
or 
endangered 
by 
Communists. 
Capt. Lo See Chang, who piloted 
the Panamanian cargo ship Lucky 
Star 
on 
the 
hazardous 
60-mile 
voyage up the Mekong, said an 
initial Communist attack hit the 
convoy while it was still in South 
Vietnam. He said most of the ships 
then turned back to the port of Tan 
Chau in South Vietnam. 


SAIGON 
(UPI) 
— Two more 
helicopters assigned to cease-fire 
teams were fired on over the 
Mekong Delta today. One of them 
was hit and made a forced landing in 
Viet Cong controlled territory where 
there 
were 
conflicting 
reports 
whether it was destroyed. 
The two helicopters—one assigned 
to the Joint Military Commission 
(JMC) and one to the International 
Com m ission 
of 
Control 
and 
Supervision 
(ICCS) 
—were 
the 
second and third downed 
since 
Saturday. The Viet Cong confirmed 
today that all nine men aboard the 
helicopter 
shot 
down 
Saturday, 
including three Americans, were 
killed. 
A Viet Cong spokesman said the 
helicopter shot down Saturday was 
14 miles outside its assigned air 
corridor. He said the Provisional 
Revolutionary Government 
(Viet 
Cong) 
“ deeply 
regrets 
this 
unexpected accident.” 
But Canadian Ambassador Michel 
Gauvin of the ICCS said the Viet 
Cong had given assurance that the 
helicopter— 
assigned 
to 
the 
ICCS—could have safe passage. 
“If guarantees of security are 
withheld by a party, can anyone 
expect the Commission members to 
act0” Gauvin asked “Frankly, we 
are not prepared to risk the lives of 
our officers because a party cannot, 
or will not, guarantee tneir safety in 
the course of an investigation. ’ ’ 


Canadian

Duncan 
McAlpine said preliminary reports 
showed the downed helicopter was 
hit by a Communist heat-seeking 
m issile. 
Another 
peace 
force 
helicopter assigned to the Joint 
Military Commission was hit by 
ground fire, he said. 


“I think you’ll find that the 
verbatim accounts of those who 
have survived will say that the 
aircraft...did in fact sustain fire and 
all reports would indicate that a 
missile, a heat-seeker, did in fact 
come up and strike it, coming up 
into its tail pipe and instantly 
causing damage which put the 
aircraft out of capability to be 
controlled,” he said. 


McAlpine said it has not yet been 
determined if the helicopters were 
flying within the air corridor set up 
by the Communists. 


The bodies of the men killed in the 
c r a sh —one 
C a n a d ia n , 
one 
Indonesian, two Hungarians, two 
Americans and one Filipino —were 
returned to Saigon. The bodies of the 
two Communist officers were either 
kept by the Communists or have not 
been recovered. 


Delay predicted 
on emission order

Environmental Protection Agency 
would postpone the 1975 deadline for 
the auto industry to meet anti­ 
pollution emission standards. 


“In looking at all the facts, my 
guess is that (EPA Administrator 
William D. Ruckelshaus) can’t do 
anything but postpone it,” Nelson 
said. 


Nelson accused the auto industry 
of 
a 
long 
history 
of 
being 
“obstructionist” on the issue. He 
charged that a conspiracy existed 
over the past 10 years whereby 
m a jo r 
c a r m a k e r s 
had 
an 
understanding “not to compete to 
develop pollution control devices.” 
The auto industry has asked the 
government for a one-year delay of 
the standard, claiming it needs the 
added time to perfect its pollution 
control devices. 
Ruckelshaus will announce his 
decision Wednesday morning, and 
industry observers have predicted 
the decision will be a compromise 
d e s ig n e d 
to

Untouchables 
reported in 
tax picture 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
State tax officials report 
that 2,017 Californians with 
annual 
incomes 
above 
$20,000 paid no state income 
taxes last year. 
The 
untaxed 
citizens 
included 21 persons with 
adjusted 
gross 
incomes 
between $100,000 and $1 
million, 
84 
Californians 
earning between $50,000 and 
$100,000 and another 1,912 
residents 
in the $20,000- 
$50,000 bracket. 
“This shows that a lot of 
the untouchables are still 
untouched tax-wise, ” said 
Mervyn M. Dymally, who 
unveiled the Franchise Tax 
Board statistics Sundav. 
However, the preliminary 
figures showed that for the 
second year in a row every 
Californian earning more 
than $1 million paid some 
state taxes on 1971 income. 
Dymally said the state’s 
new 2.5 per cent minimum 
income tax on preference 
income was responsible for 
“nailing” 143 high-bracket 
taxpayers 
who otherwise 
would have paid no state 
income tax last year. 


Mother saw son in prison 
but he never returned 


CHICAGO (UPI) - A 
wall plaque from Cambodia 
and a visa-stamped passport 
are the only remnants of 
Phyllis 
Allard’s 
trip 
to 
Southeast Asia. They are 
not enough to convince the 
U.S. government she talked 
to her son and spotted 25 
other captives in a Viet 
Cong prison camp. 
The government has listed 
Spec 4 Richard Allard. 25. 
missing in action for nearly 
six years. “But I saw my 
son. I touched him, I talked 
to him and I saw at least 25 
other men there,” she said. 
Washington verified her 
trip, she said. “But they 
couldn't find the camp, so 
they 
called 
my 
story 
inconclusive. Every time I 
talk to them, it’s like talking 
to a cement wall. They 
wouldn’t reclassify him a 
POW,” she said. 


The attractive, 46-year- 
old woman said she left for 
Southeast Asia the end of 
January, 1972, carrying pic­ 
tures of her son made from 
a film clip the government 
had. 


Information from Tokyo’s 
Communist 
newspaper, 
Nithon Dampa, led her to 
what she called the Kontun 
area 
on 
the 
Vietnam 
- 
Cambodia 
border. 
She 
refused 
to 
identify the city. 
“1 contacted lormer Cam­ 
bodian 
Ambassador 
Nuy 
Gan Van Thieu,” she said. 
"And I showed my picures 
in hotels, stores and all 
around the city I said I was 
interested in talking with 
Viet Cong officials about my 
son.” 
Two days later, she said, 
the Viet Cong sent two men 
to her. 
“I don't know why they 
did it,” she said. “I guess 
they were impressed with 
me. They said how brave I 
was for coming there alone. 
I guess it was a lark.” 
They took her to see a 
North Vietnamese official, 
Nuy Gan Quai Sing Tung, 
she 
said. 
“A 
Japanese 
reporter, 
Sagamoto, 
was 
with me when Nuy Gan Quai 
Sing Tung told me they had 
my son.” 


She said Nuy Gan Quai 
Sing Tung led her to the 
prison camp, but “the Viet 
Cong were furious I was 
there,” she said, “One even 
hit me in the back of the 
head,” and they sent her 
awav. 
“But I found my way back 
there,” she said. “And 1 told 
them three or four times so 
they would understand that 
I had Nuy Gan Quai Sing 
Tung’s permission. And I 
had a right to see my son.” 


The 
hastily 
placed 
blindfold fell off her eyes as 
the guards took her down a 
passageway deeper into the 
encampment. Sne sat in a 
small barren room, she 
said, and they brought in her 
son.” 
“He looked so weak,” she 
said. “I thought he was 
going to fall.” 
She said she turned to 
scold the guards for Allard’s 
treatment. “And when I 
turned back,” 
she said, 
“they were leading him 
away. Then they took me by 
the arm and led me out, 
too.”

Can we afford to wait? 


We hope our recently completed series 
on the revitalization of the downtown was 
informative, and gave insight to the 
impact completion of such a project would 
have on Lompoc. 
There can be no denying the decline of 
the downtown area and the ugliness that 
comes with death...for surely it is dying. 
The lack of pride in the area shows clearly 
against the 
backdrop 
of shortsighted 
economic interests. Trees of any stature 
and beauty are missing from our streets 
because they might block a merchant’s 
sign, which, in some cases, would be an 
improvement. There is no street furniture 
which would add warmth to the area, only 
pavement, unsightly trash and electrical 
fixtures, 
and 
cement...all 
of 
which 
detracts from any feeling of community 
one might feel as he passes through, or 
shops in Lompoc’s core. 
As has been reiterated over and over, 
there is significant building going on in the 
area at this time. It is a point in time at 
which we, as a city, can either move ahead 
with a revitalization program, or sit back, 
do nothing, and watch our economic core 
continue down the slide to depression. The 
situation won’t reverse itself. Only a 
concerted effort on the part of the city 
government, and the individual businesses 
involved, can help turn us around toward a 
bright future—aesthetically, 
financially 
and socially. 


The improvement of building facades 
and the journey toward some sense of 
continuity of building design can only 
begin at the discretion of the businessmen 
themselves. 
Everyone 
recognizes 
the 
tremendous financial burden involved in 
this plan. However, the City of Lompoc, as 
an entity, is in a position to take the first 
step—be a leader—through streetscape 
planning and development. 
A sizeable sum of money has been set 
aside by the City Council for the purchase 
of streetscape m aterials. This will go 
toward benches, and, hopefully, as much 
street furniture as is possible. 
More 
money is needed, however, and sources of 
revenue, 
such 
as 
parking 
meters, 
improvement districts, etc., should be 
explored. 
The other area in which the city can 
immediately involve its resources and 
capital is the purchase and planting of 
street trees. The most-mentioned variety 
of tree is the Eucalyptus Sideroxylon, a 
tree which will give the downtown much- 
needed greenery, and will tend to obscure 
those building which are in need of a face 
lift, and won’t cover business signing. 
In any event, the time is now. Once the 
wave of building activity and interest has 
passed, it will likely be years before the 
climate is again right for saving our 
downtown, and the question should be 
asked: Can we afford to wait ?

Precedent setter 


At every point in the 1919 debate 
over the League of Nations three- 
fourths 
of 
the 
Senators 
were 
prepared to seek admission to the 
League in one form or another, but 
Woodrow 
Wilson 
w oul dn ’ t 
compromise an inch, and broke his 
heart, and the US stayed out, and we 
paved the way for the next war. 
Wilson was a Puritan who knew he 
was right. There’s a lot of Wilson in 
Richard Nixon, we think. 
He wants peace, he wants national 
unity and he works at it. But, he 
won t yield an inch and he was never 
wrong. What an opportunity he had 
in that live speech to the nation, 
March 29, when the last Americans 
pulled out of Vietnam. It was a great 
m o m e n t —a 
c h a n c e 
for 
magnanimity. But the President 
raked up all the old dissensions—no 
amnesty, silent majority, peace 
with honor, that “‘small but vocal 
minority who opposed him (the 
skunks) and the war that was “ one 
of our finest hours.” Historians, we 
think, will sigh. 
So now we have President Thieu 
and Cambodia. In Cambodia Mr. 
Nixon doubled the area of the 
theater of war without consulting 
anybody. He had to do it, he said! 
‘‘to protect the lives and security of 
our forces in Vietnam.” Our troops 
are evacuated now but bombing 
goes on. 
The Administration handed over 
to 
unfortunate 
George 
Aldrich, 
deputy legal adviser of the State 
Department, the task of preparing a 
memorandum justifying continued 
bombing 
in 
Cambodia. 
But 
according 
to 
reports, 
Aldrich 
couldn’t come up with constitutional 
precedents likely to hold water. The 
Aldrich 
draft 
(leaked 
to 
the 
Associated Press) contends that the 
bombing is a peripheral phase of 
ending the war, permitting Mr. 
Nixon to safeguard troops although 
there are no troops. Furthermore, 
Hanoi is violating its cease-fire 
agreement so why shouldn’t the US 
retaliate? 
This draft 
was 
approved 
by 
Secretary 
Rogers, 
according to 
reports, who sent it on to the White 
House which sat on it for a while, 
hoping it would all blow away like 
the Watergate. The Aldrich brief 
was 
discussed 
with 
Republican 
senators who tore it apart. 
Mr. Richardson shifted ground 
and told Capitol Hill newsmen that 
a) Mr. Nixon won re-election by a 
landslide; b) this strengthens his 
hand in doing what he thinks is 
constitutional; and c) Cambodia is 
part of the total effort which went 
into the cease-fire, and which can 


continue until the fire has actually 
ceased. It was at this awkward 
juncture 
that 
President 
Thieu 
arrived, and his visit embarrassed 
everybody. 
What does it all mean? George W. 
Ball, 
former 
undersecretary 
of 
state, spelled out the reason. ‘‘We 
failed 
because 
there 
was 
no 
indigenous political base on which 
our power could be emplaced.” 
Mr. Nixon has the monarchical 
approach and he can’t very well 
admit now that he misjudged the 
situation, at the same time that he 
tries to think up constitutional 
grounds for bombing Cambodia. 
After 
all, 
he 
doesn’t 
need 
S 
recedents; he makes precedents! 
le can’t admit any fault in the 
Watergate scandal, either. It all 
reminds you of stiffnecked Woodrow 
Wilson. For the Watergate affair, he 
issues short curt denials. There is 
another constitutional issue here, 
too (as there is about the third 
p r o b l e m , 
the 
r i g h t 
of 
impoundment.) 
The 
public 
probably 
doesn’t 
understand Watergate very well but 
it is beginning to wonder why, if 
there is nothing to hide, Mr. Nixon 
can’t let his staff publicly testify 
and 
answer 
direct 
questions. 
Executive 
privilege 
sounds 
suspiciously, in a case Tike this, like 
pleading a kind of White House fifth

amendment. 
The most serious thing for the 
President in the Watergate affair is 
that Republicans and conservatives 
are beginning to cut adrift. ‘‘What in 
the world is wrong with Richard 
N i x o n ? ” 
d e m a n d s 
J a m e s 
Kil pa tri ck , 
a 
co n se rv at iv e 
columnist with whom TRB often 
disagrees 
but 
always 
respects. 
Fifteen Republican senators are up 
for re-election next year and they 
are hastily establishing fall-back 
positions separate from the White 
House. Newspaper stories printed 
and denounced six months ago are 
proving to be true and the convicted 
plotters are beginning to sing. Most 
alarming prospect for Republicans 
perhaps is the televised hearing by 
Senator Ervin’s committee next 
month, which could be the greatest

McCarthy hearings. 
In a situation like this the obvious 
thing for Mr. Nixon to do is what 
Gen. Eisenhower did in the Sherman 
Adams case, turn him loose and let 
him tell all.

We see where the Lompoc Drop-In 
Center is back in the headlines for 
the same old reason — financing. 
Why is it that when something 
worthwhile 
in 
Lompoc 
is 
established, it is then a continuing 
battle 
to 
maintain 
through 
financing? 


There are many 
examples of this. 
The Lompoc Boys 
Club, tending to the 
needs of more than 
400 
youngsters, 
fights a continuing 
battle to gain funds 
to 
keep 
their 
program going. The 
same can be said of 
the Girls Club. They 
almost went under 
this year for lack of 
funds. 
The history of the Drop-In Center 
should be well known. The idea 
originated 
nearly 
two-and-a-half 
years ago when the community was 
certainly riled up over the drug 
abuse activities in the area. A group 
of citizens banded together and 
formed the Lompoc Valley Drug 
Abuse Coordinating Council and set 
about attempting to study every 
avenue possible to cut down the 


problem of drug abuse. One of the 
foremeost facilities needed, in the 
opinion of all, was some sort of 
Drop-In facility. They had worked in 
other 
communities 
with 
great 
success. The Coordinating Council 
set about attempting to secure a 
grant from the California Council on 
Criminal Justice in cooperation with 
the Lompoc City Council and the 
Unified School District. It was a 
complicated procedure but a grant 
was 
given, 
not 
only 
for 
the 
establishment 
of 
the 
Drop-In 
Center, but the continuation of such 
programs as Lompoc’s Hot Line and 
Dawn House. 


Once 
established, 
with 
an 
excellent 
director 
in 
Mr. 
Lew 
Copeland, the success of the Drop-In 
Center 
was 
nearly 
immediate. 
Certainlv 
there 
were 
some 
beginning errors in procedure but 
they were quickly straightened out. 


The difficulty in assuring certain 
persons that tne Drop-In Center is 
functional is the fact that some 
believe 
the 
atmosphere 
is 
too 
permissive. Certain persons want 
proof that the quality of success can 
be measured. 
It is difficult to measure the good 
of the Drop-In Center in graphs, 
charts or psychological surveys. In 


fact, it is near impossible. The only 
measurement that can be made is 
through the kids themselves — the 
kids that benefit. We have talked to 
many and they have all told us they 
are being helped and what more can 
be asked. 
We would strongly urge the budget 
makers of the Lompoc Unified 
School District to give serious study 
to 
finding 
adequate 
funds 
to 
continue this worthwhile operation.

The pot hunters 


Historians 
can 
tell 
you 
that 
history 
is 
alive, 
Archaeologists 
know that prehistory is even tender 
— and delicate. 
A 
vast 
military 
preserve, 
Vandenberg Air Force base has also 
been a vast archaelogical preserve, 
a great volume written in the soils 
of the peoples who saw light and 
died here thousands of years ago. 


Civilian 
developments 
and 
tourist s onslaughts 
have never come to 
o b l i t e r a t e 
the 
traces, but the pot 
hunter, the 5 p.m. 
pyramid robber out 
after 
souvenirs, 
threatens 
in 
his 
ignorance to do just 
that. 


But all archaeologists want the 
artifacts for is to catalogue them 
and put them in smelly museums, 
right? 
No. Classification of artifacts was 
the archaeological tack 40 years 
ago. Now the field professional 
knows that the relative positions and 
depths in sequentially layered soils 
of these bones and artifacts are at 
least as eloquent as the items 
themselves. With just the artifacts, 
you have a collection. Knowing 
exactly where they were left begins 
to give you a story. 
Archaeologists now coax these 
stories, most of them biblical in 
their span and sweep, into light with 
dental picks and hand brushes. Each 
area excavation site, after long 
statistical analysis, becomes as a 
tile in a grand regional mosaic that 
eventually discloses the features of 
an early human face, strangely like 
our own and strangely unlike us. 


The pot hunters, though, come at 
dusk or on weekends with picks and 
pails. All they’re after is paper 
weights and they leave absolutely 
nothing behind. 
There are several reasons for 
either joining a professionally-led 
archaeological group or just leaving 
these deposits tne hell alone: 
— The Vandenberg deposits are 


plentiful, pristine and unique. The 
prehistory of few other areas of 
California remains as intact as it 
does here. The village sites burials 
and other deposits left in most other 
areas, Santa Barbara is one, have 
been 
either 
destroyed 
by 
development or other pot hunters or 
exhausted 
by 
earlier, 
cruder 
scientific digs. 
— Replete with modern dating, 
e x c a v a t i o n , 
p o l l e n 
and 
sedimentation analysis and other 
techniques, 
today’s 
archaeology 
could deduce comparative epics 
from Vandenberg. 
— All archaeological deposits are 
non-renewable resources. 
Once 
they’re gone, they’re gone forever. 
— 
Somehow, 
there 
are 
still 
Chumash Indians or part Chumash 
alive today. At stake for them is the 
preservation of their heritage, a 
heritage we yet know little about but 
can still learn of if the base sites are 
unplundered when we get to them. A 
simple human respect requires that 
we leave off ransacking them just as 
we avoid collecting headstones. 
— The past when we understand 
it, is useful, more useful than paper 
weights. All peoples were once like 
the dawn peoples of Vandenberg. 
Glimpsing their trials, triumphs and 
fate in a world so alien in time from
